▼alit! many meMQRfl passed by the last 
legislature, but it is doubtful if its 
Action iii any case will excite tho inter­ 
est occasioned by the announcement 
that the Clark law is unconstitutional. 
April 3, 180(1, Senator Clark, of Cleve­ 
land, succeeded in having passed a bill 
which said that in the making of ap- j 
pointrnents in county or municipality i 
preference must be given to regularly 
discharged Union soldiers. 
The case on which the decision was 
rendered came from Wooster, being 
that of Edward Keyser against the com­ 
missioners of W ayne county. 
Keyser 
wa* a candidate for appointment as 
superintendent of the court house, and J 
the commissioners appointed another, 
not an old soldier, over him. 
Commis­ 
sioners answered and Keyser demurred 
to the answer, but the court sustained it 
as dem urrer to his petition, dismissing 
the petition at Keyser’s costs. 
It is not 
know’u w hat the grounds of the decision 
were. 
The case will be reported. 
The decision is of especial interest to 
East- Liverpool since it deals with a case 
which caused a vast deal of comment 
here a few months ago. 
Isaac Burlingame, an old soldier, ap­ 
plied to tho board of education for the 
position of janitor at the new Bradshaw’ 
school. 
The hoard appointed another 
party, and the case went to the grand 
jury, but it was not shown that he had 
asked the position on the ground that he 
was an old soldier, and no indictment 
was found. 
The law was universally endorsed by 
old soldiers in all parts of the state1 as 
being the right kind of legislation to 
protect their claims 
It is probable ail j

I 84 heme in America sim ilar to that 
Which General-Booth has put into oper­ 
ation iii England, lie purposes remov­ 
ing the poverty stricken residents of our 
great cities to unoccupied tracts of land 
iii the west, where they can have a 
i c h a n c o to win a living from tho soil. 
Early in the spring tho first American 
Salvation colony will be estal lushed in 
California. 
"T his is not charity," said the Sal­ 
vation commander in explaining tho 
new project. 
" It is intended as a prac­ 
tical way to help the helpless, 
It will 
Is1 conducted on business principles, and 
we w ill not attempt anything that has 
not been tested and found to be praeti- 
i cable. There are, at a conservative esti­ 
mate, 21,000,000 persons in America 
who arc always either in actual want 
or on tho verge of starvation. 
At the 
satin' time there arr* millions of acres of 
fertile land callable of sustaining the 
unfortunates in a state that would lie 
one of affluence compared to their pres­ 
ent condition 
The work that the Sal­ 
vation Army proposes to do is simply 
that, of an intermediary, to bring the 
people to the laud and give them a 
chance to work out their own social sal­ 
vation. Of course not all of those in 
dire need are fit for tho work we pro­ 
pose to offer, and not ail will bo accept­ 
ed. No man will be permitted to become 
a colonist until it has been determined 
to a reasonable certainty that he Will 
make the most of his chance when it is 
offered to him. 
"Before I visited the west I expected 
that most of tho colonists would be 
drnwu from the great, cities east of the 
Mississippi, but I find that the western 
cities have developed so rapidly that 
each now lins its own surplus popula­ 
tion, aud as these cities will supply the 
working capital for the first colonies 
they naturally demand that, their own 
poor shall receive first attention. 
For 
example, the oolouy which has already 
been provided for in southern California 
w ill be recruited from San Francisco, 
where has been subscribed $16,000 to 
start the undertaking. ” 
The spot where the Salvation Army 
commander will locate his first society 


have secured is in a rectangular block 
With the county road skirting it on two

When the first 25 families go to 
the place next spring, they will find 50 
ten acre farms laid out liko the lots in 
a city block, fronting ou a new road 
which will be put through the middle 
of the piece.

The idea of his innocence 
was probably created by a French novel 
that appeared some tim e before his a r­ 
rest and the hero of which was a captain 
in the French arm y, who was the vic­ 
tim of a conspiracy Singularly enough 
the story fitted tho ease of Dreyfus very 
well except in one very im portant point., 
his innocence 
Bur tho impressionable composition 
of many French m inds assumed a form 
of suspicion iii regard to tho justice of 
the traitor s conviction, 
a suspicion 
whose only real foundation was the fact 
that his trial w as conducted w ith closed 
doors 
All -orts of sensational stories 
were told of the condemned man. esjie 
d a lly rn the English papers, iii which 
his escape, or, rather. Ins many escapes, 
were detailed in a style worthy of the 
yellowest journalism. 
The tact is that Dreyfus was convict 
ed on tho clearest evidence 
There was 
no possibility of any conspiracy against 
him 
He was caught at his infamous 
work and only escaped the death sen 
fence by the law which fails to pre 
scribe capital punishm ent for treason in 
tim e of pc aoe. 
Technically Dreyfus was not a traitor; 
he was simply a German spy and a 
dangerous enemy of France His family 
was German to the core, although their 
home was in Alsace 
At the close ut 
the Franeo-Germau war, when it was 
optional with them to become citizens 
of tile French republic or to be subjects 
of the emperor of Germany, they all,
